Successful A.R.P, Test--—Testing of 
the duct ventilation system in the 
ARP, tunnels opposite the Hong- 
kong and Shanghai Bank Bullding 
this moming was very satisfactory 
but the tests could not be completed 
owing to a misunderstanding with 
the coolies.- . ; 


“The system of ventilation worked 
very well indeed.” said Mr B. lf 
Puckle,.

the second test. A certain number

Chinese Uses 
Farm Refuse 
For Gasoline 


A new. synthetic, gasoline, 
which eventually may. help to 
solve Chinn’s acute transporta- 
tion problem, has been discover- 
ed by Prof. Li Ki-wei, dean of 
the National Yunnan University. 
The gas is made of agricultural 
refuse and by-products. 

During experiments Professor 
Li’s fuel showed a serviceability 


.120 per cent. higher than natural 


It is colourless, after 
bleaching, and has the same 
smell and specifie gravity as 
gasoline.- It has o lower igni- 
tion point, a higher British 
Thermal Unit, and is devoid of 
corrosive elements, 

Professor Li estimates that his fuel 
can be produced at a cost of nbout 
$8 or $10 (Chinese) per gallon, 
wherens natural pasoline costs $20 
per gallon, 

‘The once real drawback seéms to 
be that the new fuel takes a month 
to: produce. Professor Li Is seeking 
a new method of production whith 
will enable manufacture In less time. 

‘Yo date the artifielal fuel has not 
been produced commercially, but 
only in Inboratories. .

Chinese Use: 
Farm Refuse 
For Gasoline 


“A new synthetic. gasoline, 
which eventually may help to 
solve China’s acute transporta- 
tion problem, has been discover- 
ed by Prof. Li Ki-wei, dean of 
the National Yunnan University. 
The gas is made of agricultural 
refuse and by-products. 

During experiments Professor 
Li’s fuel showed a serviceability 
20 per cent. higher than natural 
gasoline. It ig colourless, nfter 
bleaching, and has the same 
smell and: specific gravity as 
gagoline. It haw a lower igni- 
tion point, a-higher ‘British 
Thermal Unit, and-is devoid of 
corrosive elements. , 

Professor Li estimates that his fuel 
con be produced at a cost of ‘about 
$8 or $10 (Chinese) per gallon, 
whereas mitural jasoline costs $20 
per gallon, i

“The system of ventilation worked 
very well indeed.” said Mr BU, 
Puckle, Deputy Director of A.RP,, 
“and very good results were recorded;

the second test. A certain number 
of Europeans were fn the worst part 
of the tunnel, and appeared none the 
worse,aftcr the test."

Chinese Uses 
Farm Refuse 
For Gasoline 


A‘cnew synthetic gasoline, 
help to 
solve China’s acute transporta- 
tion- problem, has been discover- 
ed by Prof. Li Ki-wei, dean of 
the National Yunnan University. 
‘The gas is made of agricultural 
refuse and by-products. 

During experiments Professor 
Li's fuct showed a serviceability 
20 per cent. higher than natural 
gasoline. It iy colourless, after 
bleaching, .and hag , the same 
smell and specific gravity as 
gasoline. It has a ‘lower igni- 
tion point, a higher British 
Thermal Unit, and is devoid of 
corrosive elements. 

Professor Li estimates that his fucl 
can be produced at a cost of about 
$8 or $10 (Chinese) per ralion, 
whereas natural gasoline costs $20 
per gallon, |. ‘ 

The one real drawback seems , to 
be that the new fucl takes a month 
to prodtice, Professor LI is seeking, 
a new method of production which 
will ‘enable manufacture in less time. 

To.date the artificial fuel has not 
been produced commercially, but 
only in Inboratories.

the National Yunnan University. 
The gas is made of agricultural 
refuse and by-products. 
+ During experiments Professor 
Li's fuel showed a serviceability 
20 per cent. higher than natural 
gasoline, 
bleaching; and has the same 
smell and specific gravity) as 
gagolinc, It has a lower igni- 
tion point, a higher British 
Thermal Unit, and is devoid of 
corrosive clements. 

Professor Li.estimates that his fuel 
can be produced aot a cost of about 
$8 or $10 (Chinese) per gallon, 
wherens natural gasoline costs $20 
per gallon, 


The one -vreal drawback ,seems to 
be that the new fuel takes a month 
to produce. Professor Li is secking 
n new method of production which 
will enable manufacture in less time. 

To date the ‘artificidl fuel has not 
been produced ‘commercially, *but 
anly in Inboratories. :
